To-day the British Columbia school for 
deaf mutes and the blhid is open for tlio 
admission of tlioao tlms sadlj affliotod, 
under the prinoipahhip uf Mr. .Juliii Asli- 
croft, !iu oxporienced teuclier, who inrivcd 
rucuntly from tlio Eust. CoiiiforUibli: 
tliuirtera Imvu been secured on Ohntluuii 
atroBt, (lud already there is an attendaiici) 
of eight pupils, some of these coming 
from Washington territory. In com- 
mending this worthy institution to the 
support and sympathy of the public, we 
but voice the feeliutfs of everybody at all 
familar with its aims and ends. it ia 
hoped a largo institution will bo built up 
in this city, which will attract scholars 
not only from all portions of llritish Coluin- 
liia, but from towns along the Sound and 
l,hu various parts of Wn^hingtoii 'I'emUny. 
'I'lui boiiotits to Victoria, hi u monetary 
point of view, will bo perceived at onco. 
It ia liopud that the Government will find 
itself in a position in the early 
future to grant the school assisbinee 
to the end that it may be in a oou- 
dition to do the most possible <?ood. 
There are u nunibor of deaf mutes 
and blind children in tlie I'rovinoe wlio 
are eagerly seekini; such bunelita as this 
school brings within their reacli, and we 
have every coiilidenoe that, witli souiu 
aupporl, it would become a permanent 
lixtiue in our midst, and enure to the a.l- 
vant:i;^o not only of this but of future 
generations. 

BY ACCLAMATION. 

llie election of the Hun. Eduar Dewd- 
ney, Minister «f the Interior, by acchima- 
tioii is ill keeping with the long list of 
brilliant successes which the preiiont 
Governmont has gained since the last 
general elections. We heard very much 
of opposition to him in East Aasiniboia 
and llu) name of a prominent nieniher of 
the Northwest Council was mentioned in 
that connection. According to tiio (Irit 
press, and the Victoria Times was i)ar- 
ticiiiarly rabid in that Iei^ard, Mr. Dewd- 
ney's injimc as Lioutoiiant-CJovenior was 
marked by every form of wickedness that 
huiium mind could invent. Such had 
been his base conduct that Sir John 
would never dare to select him as a Cab- 
inet Minister.and if ho did hi» could never 
hope to be re-elected. It mattered not 
t<i these wiseacres that the principal towns 
in the 'J'erritory expressed in public 
mealing their cnnlidence in 51r. Dcwd- 
ney, or that every paper there, with one 
exception, ,vas full of assurances that 
Lieut, (iovemor Dewdney's rule had been 
a ;^entle one, ni the best interests of the 
people, and that he was einiiiontly lifted 
by his inherent abihties and knowledge of 
the country to take cliatge of the Interior 
Department. The Opposition newspapers 
were convinced that he' waa a bold, bad 
man, and that he would ba defeated by 
those who know him best. As usual the 
•Grits have proved false prophets. They 
dared not bring out a man to oppose Mr. 
Dewdney, and yesterday he waa returned 
to I'arhameiit irillmnt uijjiu.'iit ion. From 
the tirsi we atlviicated his claims to otiice 
and hasten to tender hinj our congratula- 
tions. He ia well acquainted, from a 
lengthy residence, with the wants of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and we believe he will 
never prove derelict in his duty so far as 
this Province's interests are concerned.

leagues, have made some very careful re- 
searches into the causes of this, and find- 
ing that nudes were almost exclusively 
affected led us on the track that snioliini,' 
wa.s, in a Lii'cat many iiiBtanees, the pri- 
mary cause. I luii not by any means one 
of those who consiiii i' thu pipe, a cigar, or 
( he oi'ilinarv cigarette injurious, but am 
persuailed tluit the cij^'arotte ini|)urteil from 
Ku'ypI oi- 'I'lirkey is mixed, jiresnmably to 
give it a peculiar tasto or flavor, with 
some insidious poison. 1 am led to this 
conclusion by a careful analysis of both 
the homo nianufnoture an4 that' of tin- 
foreign ; in the latter a large proportion < f 
(ipiuui and an uncIassiBed alkaloid was 
manifest, which was totally' alisent in the 
forinor, and it will be ubviDus that 
an irritant poison constantly l)roiiglit into 
contact with the re!,'ion of, pi i ha|)s, thu 
most sensiti\ e pai t ol ihu haiii:iii oigaui- 
•/.ation is calcnlali'd to Ijrinj,' al)ont trouble. 
1 vent ure to address you in order to cau- 
tion the [inblie af^ainst a serious danger 
that lurks in their midst. " As the 7'u(i,'.s 
aayp, in refuriiig to the subject, there are 
undoubtedly some people to whom tobac- 
co is poison. .It may affect, tile sight, even 
produce blindness, irritate the throat ami 
perhaps cause caiicer, interfere with (li 
gestion and tho action of the heart, and 
possibly do much more harm. To otheis 
it is a nerve l<pnic and may be naod dnrin;^ 
a long' life withoiii any apparent delete 
rious eUccts. Only by iiidiviilual expi'ii 
linuit. can its power for good or evil be 
dis<v vcriid. Hut notwithstanding much 
has been said in hi favor by those who 
love it, owing to tho fact that it not sel- 
dom proves Itself a bane, it would seom to 
In) the jjart of wisdom not to touch it ex- 
cept oil tho advice of a physician. As a 
hubit, the use of tobacco in any form i« 
uncleanly, extrav«Kaut, fuuliolu

lutnreating InterTlen- -with an American 
Ileiident of That Couutry ' Who Is 
Now on • Vtitt Here. 

"As soon AS I croBsad the Knssinn fron- 
tier," siiid the aewly lauded visitor to the 
interviewing reporter, "I saw 1 was in a 
Btrtmge country. At the Custoin-I louse 
a stalwart aud soldierly body of troop.s in 
the ffarioas picturesque uniformH of tlie 
Ru8g|RU ttrmy confronted iue.; The . Cos- 
sack of the Don and the Cossack of the 
Dnieper, the Lithuanian and the Pole 
vied with each other in dignity aud gor- 
Keous array. ^ — 

"When I arrived at St. Petersburg I 
was at onco impressed with the genial 
hospitality of this wnrni-iienrted people. 
The Ru.ssiaii eats ou an average ouco 
«r verj' two liours. The climate and custom 
require such frequent meals, the dlges- 
tion of which is aided by frequent 
di aUKhts of vodkl and tea. 

"Vodki is the Russian whiskey, made 
from potatoes and rye. It is fiery and 
colotless, genernlly flavored with some 
extract like vanilla or orange, as we flavor 
soda-water. It is drunk frpm small cups 
that liold perhaps half a gip.; . Vodki and 
tea'af^'tlie insepaifabla'aeoompaninients 
of friendly as weir'aa* '61 business inter- 
course in the country of the Czar. 
Drunken men are rare. 

"Russia and Sweden are the only coun- 
ti'iea in which the doulde dinner is the 
rule. Wliau you go to tlie house of a 
Russian, ba liu ii friend or u stiiiii,i.'er, you 
«re at once Invited to a side table, wliero 
salted meats, pickled eels, salted ciicuni- 
liers and mauy other spicy and appetiz- 
ing viands are urged upon you with an 
Iniprcsslveness that knows no refusal. 
This repast is washed down with frequent 
cups of vodki.- , 

"That over, k&d when the visitor feels 
as it he had eaten enough for twenty-four 
liour.H, the hoHt says, 'And now to dinner.' 
At the dinner tuljle the nicul Is .siTvcd in 
courses, witli stacks of bottle.';, here and 
there on the table, of clianipafrne and de- 
lightful wines f,'rown in the Ciiniea and 
I'l Bessarabia, where excellent cliin t.s and 
Burgundies are made and sold I'ur frum 
12 to 35 cents the bottle. 

"In the cultivation of wines, as in 
many other industries aud, indeed, many 
civil reforms, Russia is making strides 
which Americans little realize. 

"Btisiness does not, begin fairly in the 
cities until^noou, and the working classes, 
ivlin are stolid and contented, labor from 
14 to 10 liours a day for from 14 to 'i'> cents 
n day. Yet labor as well as niuniifaci ores 
is protected. Immigration is notdesireil, 
and emigration is only permitted under 
special restrictions. 

"The liussiun.s are ciceedinnly friendly 
towards Americans. By piiyint; haud- 
HDUio couce.ssions to the G()venin)ent, a 
few Americans have been iioruiitted to 
engage in business in Russia. 

"In the cities the Russians live almo.'^t 
entirely in apartment houses. There are 
10,090 teuanf4i« it is said, in one house i n 
St. Petersburg. Tlie houses are nearly 
always. .of brick, and the govern ment 
buildings are all stuccoed and painted 
red. Each house has n dvarnik who is the 
agent of the owner and of the police, and 
u porter who wears the iiidforni of a 
colonel in the army, aud is the janitor or 
agent of the tenants. 

"The tiuornik inspects the passport of 
every new tenant, and even temporary 
tenant or visitor, and reports it to the 
pjlice station, where it is recorded. A 
like notifleatlon ia made of every change 
of residence. The dtiomf^c sits at the 
back gote of the house, clad generally in 
a sheepskin. He knows everything that 
goes on, and is responsible to the police. 
In tliia waj' the perfection of the Russian 
jjolice system is niainlaiued. 

"The Russian has no public amliltloii to 
worry him. IIo eats, diink-s, and plays 
c.irds until 1 or 2 ia the morning. lie 
rises ami breakfasts towards noon. 
; "The Russian women of the better 
classes are beautiful. They arc bliuulos, 
with broad cheeks and high cheek bones, 
c^e jpratpieiidns-and peculiarly lovely 
gra^«yj8, Iro'm Viticii sliiues out a heart 
of greenish fire. 

"The great Bussian game of cards is 
'moiiclie,' not unlike the American poker, 
in wliich five cards are dealt, a trnmp is 
turned and one maj' play i>r pass for the 
game, which is twenty points."

The paper goes 
to the mills, the metal to the foun<iries, 
and the dealer, in the course of time 
grown wealtliy, abandons his calling and 
neekg a wider field under the sign of the 
three balls of Lombardy or the seductive 
alluremeatof "easy payments."
